T he dog ran from 
the place, and in his course he bit i 
several dogs.

A Lost MS. by Frank Norris 
The most promising figure in the Literary Quarter Century' 
WASHINGTON, July 18—The secre­ 
tary of commerce and the secretary 
of agriculture have completed plans 
whereby their two departments will 
combine in a constructive study of 
the supply and exploitation of timber 
in the United States, which lias now 
become one of the big conservation 
and industrial problems. 
The study i- 
to be undertaken in the belief (hat tile 
methods used in exploiting tim ber re­ 
sources and tile restoration of normal 
arni healthy conditions in t.he indus­ 
tries which convert timber into usable 
products, vitally concern the public at 
large. 
One of the conditions which, in the 
opinion of tile secretaries, makes this 
study of immediate importance, is t.he 
fact that the United States, winch 
contains some 3000 
billion 
feet 
of 
standing timber, is now reducing its 
stock of stumpage at tile rate of sixty 
or more billion feet annually. In spite 


of this limited timber supply, lumber­ 
men are now unable to m arket much 
of the jKiorer grades. 
They therefore 
leave in the woods or burn in their 
mills from one-third to one-half of the 
material in the trees. 
Poor varieties 
of timber often are not cut at all, hut 
are left to be burned in the slash fires 
which annually follow logging.

One of I he objects of these studios 
is to lessen this total waste which, 
if allowed to continue, will be felt 
sooner or later. 
Because of these 
and other existing conditions in the 
timber and lumbering districts, the 
secretaries of both departm ents feel 
that there is need to devise better­ 
ments in the interest alike of tile for­ 
est-using industries aud the consum­ 
ing public.

Nobody has or can get, under our 


present water laws, a good title to a 
California water right. 
To illustrate: 
W ater rights on the 
S anta Ana River have been “finally 
eettled’’ four times by four enormously 
expensive lawsuits. 
E. E. Keech 
is 
authority for tile statem ent that one 
of these suits 
cost 
the 
litigants 
$30,000. 
Ile ought to know, for he 
was one oi the attorneys in the case. 
A fifth suit is now threatened to set­ 
tle these water rights all over again. 
But they can never be really settled 
by lawsuits as there will always be 
somebody who ta n and will 
throw 
them all into court again. 
Another illustration. 
In a half-doz­ 
en California counties, in which water 
is essential, there are over one hun­ 
dred live water 
suits 
before 
the 
courts. 
These suits won or lost, al­ 
ways there will be somebody who can 
and will take 
the 
disputed 
water 
rights into court again. 
Another illustration: The East Hide 
Canal and Irrigation 
Company, 
of 
Merced, has spent $300,000 in litigat­ 
ing its water rights, and hasn't gottenl 
them settled yet. 
It never can get i 
them settled under our present water 
laws—always there will be somebody 
who can and will take 
them 
into 
court. 
Many similar illustrations can 
he 
given of the inadequacy of our pres­ 
ent laws to give good titles to Cali­ 
fornia water rights. 
Oilier states have substituted water 
commissions for the California meth­ 
od of attempting to settle water rights 
by lawsuits. 
Oregon’s 
commission, 
in 
three 
years, finally settled over 1000 water 
rights, without a single appeal to tile 
courts, and at a cost of only $10 to 
each claimant.

With the exception of the little 
cane-sugar produced in Louisiana, 
which was not one-tenth part of 
what the United States consumed,

ly until a few years ago when a 
strong impulsion was given to the 
beet-sugar industry.

Los Angeles Produce Market 


Bartlett pears are one of the fea 
lures of the fruit market this summer 
aud they arc beginning to arrive in 
car lots, largely from orchards that 
are just coming into hearing south oi 
the lehachepi. The opening price on 
t,he fruit has been dropped, but not 
very much. 
Bartletts are expected to 
be cheaper this year than they have 
been for many, owing to the fact that 
very little drying of the fruit will be 
done. 
According to packers, people 
have not taken very strongly to the 
dried pear, despite its excellent flavor 
and superority to the canned fruit of 
the same kind. 
Antelope Valley is 
shipping some of the fruit arriving 
The mountain district back of Red 
lands is also becoming a factor. 
All 
of tjhe fruit coining now 
is 
pretty 
green, but a few days of wurm weath 
er off the tree creates ripeness. 
In other dried fruits there is some 
little uneasiness, particularly in ap 
pies, of which it is too early to bs) 
much. 
Peaches, particularly the low 
er grades, are being shaded in sales 
and these are light. Drying of peache 
Is going on around Los Angeles and 
it is only a matter of days before new 
stock will appear 
on 
the 
market 
There are few holdings of spot prunes 
but the feeling is easy despite this 
owing to the new crop, which is go 
Ing to be heavier than anticipated ana 
going to decrease prices to some ex 
tent.
